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MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 


The  next  annual  course  of  instruction  in  this  Department  (now  in  the  forty-first 
year  of  its  existence)  will  commence  on  Monthly  the  16th.  day  of  November,*  1874, 
and  terminate  on  Sa  turday  the  Kith  day  of  March,  1875.  Preliminary  Lectures  o/i 
Clinical  Medici, .e  and  Surgery  will  be  delivered  in  the  amphitheatre  of  the  Chariyy 
Hospital,  beginning  on  the  iiith  of  October,  without  any  charge  to  students. 

The  means  of  teaching  now  at  the  command  of  the  faculty  are  unsurpassed  in  the 
United  States  ;  and  are  quite  as  complete  as  those  of  many  of  the  renowned  schools 
of  medicine  abroad.  As  evidence  of  this,  it  may  be  stated  that,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  didactic  lectures  given  by  the  several  professors,  there  is  attached  to  each 
separate  chair,  a  practical  department,  in  which  students  can  observe  and  verify 
for  themselves  the  facts  inculcated  and  discussed  in  the  lecture  room.  It  is  to 
this  peculiar  feature  of  the  University,  and  its  unequalled  hospital  advantages, 
that  the  faculty  would  direct  the  attention  of  those  engaged  in  the  study  of 
medicine,  aud  of  those  who,  having  graduated  elsewhere,  desire  to  perfect  them- 
selves in  any  particular  branch  of  the  profession. 

Since  the  issue  of  the  last  Annual  Circular,  the  faculty  has  lost  by  death  its 
oldest  professor,  James  Jones,  M.D.,  who  was  connected  with  the  school  for 
thirty-eight  years.  His  fame  as  a  learned  teacher  and  an  accomplished  practitioner 
is  co-extensive  witlx  the  country. 

The  chair  of  Obstetrics  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  vacated  by  the 
death  of  Prof.  James  Jones,  has  beeu  tilled  by  the  transfer  of  Professor  Frank 
Hawthorn,  whose  eminent  fitness  for  the  position  has  been  fully  established  by 
the  popularity  of  his  private  lectures  upon  this  branch,  and  his  clinical  teaching 
in  the  obstetric  wards  of  the  Charity  Hospital.  Professor  Hawthorn  will 
endeavor  to  develop  to  their  fullest  extent  the  advantages  afforded  by  the 
Charity  Hospital  for  practical  instruction  in  his  department. 

Professor  Ernest  S.  Lewis,  M.D.,  wlm  has  been  assigned  to  the  chair  of  Materia 
Medica  and  Therapeutics,  left  vacant  by  the  transfer  of  Professor  Hawthorn,  is  a 
former  graduate  of  this  institution,  and  will  be  doubtless  favorably  remembered 
by  the  class  of  1866-67,  as  having  delivered  the  course  upon  "Physiology  and 
Pathological  Anatomy,"  in  place  of  Professor  Thomas  Hunt,  who,  in  consequence 
of  a  fatal  sickness,  was  unable  to  lecture  alter  the  first  fortnight  of  the  term. 

Didactic  Lectures, 

Systematic  didactic  instruction  in  the  various  branch.es  will  be  given  daily  in 
the  central  building  of  the  University,  situated  on  Common  street,  between 
Baronne  and  Dryades  streets.  The  means  tor  illustrating  this  course  consist  ot 
models  in  wood,  wax,  plaster,  and  papier  maehe  of  rare  and  beautiful  workman- 
ship, executed  in  London,  Paris  and  Florence,  expressly  for  the  University  ;  a 
complete  series  of  specimens  in  materia  medica ;  surgical  and  obstetrical  instru- 
ments and  appliances  ;  specimens  in  morbid  anatomy  ;  and  an  entire  set  of 
chemical  and  philosophical  apparatus. 

The  Museum  comprising  these  collections  has  been  re-arranged  and  classified, 
and  is  accessible  to  students  and  visitors  at  all  hours  of  the  day. 

Library  and  Reading  Rooms. 

The  large  building  known  as  the  East  Wing  of  the  University,  having  been  ap- 
propriated to  and  connected  with  the  Medical  Department,  tno  Faculty  have 
succeeded  in  establishing  therein  a  Free  Library  and  Reading  Room  for  the  use 
of  students  and  physicians.  The  spacious  hall  selected  for  this  purpose  now  con- 
tains a  large  collection  of  books  already  in  possession  of  the  college,  which  are 
Jius  made  accessible  to  those  who  may  desire  to  consult  them. 


*Only  one  epidemic  of  Yellow  Fever,  (A.  D.,  1867)  has  occurred  in  the  city  since  A.  D.,  1858. 
In  case  of  its  recurrence  during  the  summer,  students  may  nevertheless  have  no  hesitation  in 
presenting  themselves  at  the  time  here  indicated.  During  the  forty  years  of  the  existence  of 
the  institution  no  student  has  heen  known  to  die  of  Yellow  Fever  duiing  the  term  of  lectures. 
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Clinical  Instruction. 


The  act  establishing  the  University  of  Louisiana  gives  the  professors  of  the 
Medical  Department  the  use  of  the  Charity  Hospital  as  a  school  of  practical 
instruction. 

The  Charity  Hospital  contains  nearly  700  beds,  and  received  during  the 
last  year  5,660  patients.  Its  advantages  for  professional  study  are  unequalled 
by  any  similar  institution  in  this  country.  The  medical,  surgical  and  obstetric 
wards  are  visited  daily  by  the  respective  professors  in  charge,  from  8  to  10 
o'clock,  a.  m.,  at  which  time  all  the  students  are  expected  to  attend  and 
familiarize  themselves,  at  the  bed-side  of  the  patients,  with  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  all  forms  of  injury  and  disease. 

Special  instruction  is  given  to  the  candidates  for  graduation,  who  are,  for 
this  puipose,  divided  by  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  into  classes,  and  assigned 
j.o  the  respective  professors  in  charge  of  wards  in  the  hospital.  The  classes 
thus  formed  interchange  courses  so  as  to  enable  the  candidates  to  enjoy  equal 
advantages.  Thoroughly  competent  Chiefs  of  Clinic  will  aid  the'  Clinical 
Teachers  in  developing  to  its  full  extent  this  system  of  instruction.  Students 
who  are  not  candidates  for  graduation  make  the  daily  hospital  rounds  with  any 
of  the  clinical  teachers.  The  following  professors  and  their  respective  Chiefs 
of  Clinic  will  be  on  duty  during  the  ensuing  session  :

The  regular  lectures  at  the  hospital,  on  Clinical  Medicine  by  Professors 
Bemiss  and  Joseph  Jones,  Surgery  by  Professors  Richardson  and  Logan, 
Diseases  of  Women  and  Children  by  Professor  Hawthorn,  and  Special  Patho- 
logical Anatomy  by  Professor  Chaille,  will  be  delivered  in  the  amphitheatre  on 
Monday,  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Post-mortem  examinations  are  made  in  the  presence  of  the  class. 
V.  GRIMA,  M.  D.,  will  give  Clinical  instruction  daily  on  diseases  of  the 
eye,  and  lecture  in  the  amphitheatre. 


I. — The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character, 


and  must  present  to  the  Dean  a  certificate  from  his  private  preceptor, 
or  exhibit  other  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  has  been  engaged  in  the 
study  of  medicine  for  three  years,  inclusive  of  attendance  upon 
lectures.
